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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "a connected receiver is based on a specification 
including encryption technology". It is unclear what this limitation means or what 
receivers are based on. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the connected receiver which does not have a 
function enabling copying of content". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the Invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described In a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

4. Claims 1, 2, and 6-8, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as 
being anticipated by Peinado et al., USPN 6,772,340. 

With regard to claims 1 and 7, Peinado discloses a transmitter (license server) 
including a transmission processing means for transferring a content signal or 
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processing copyright protection on a content signal and then transferring the processed 
content signal (column 21 lines 53-62), logic means for determining whether a 
connected receiver includes encryption technology for the copyright protection (column 
20 lines 12-50) through an authentication process (column 19 lines 32-39), and a 
transmission controlling means for holding information indicating the receiver does not 
have a function enabling copying of content by using the content signal or the 
processed content signal transferred from the transmission processing means (column 
19 lines 41-47) and controlling output of the signal to be transferred from the 
transmission processing means according to whether or not information indicating the 
receiver which is connected to the transmission processing means is included in the 
held information (column 21 lines 53-62, column 3 lines 24-31). 

With regard to claims 2 and 8, Peinado discloses the license server send non- 
copyright protected content to any device (column 20 lines 5-1 1 ). 

With regard to claim 6, Peinado discloses that the license server is trusted 
(column 1 1 lines 41-49), and that the bad list is updatable (column 19 lines 45-47). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 3-5 and 9-1 1 , as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Peinado. 
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With regard to claims 3-5 and 9-1 1 , Peinado discloses the transmitter of claim 2, 
as outlined above, and that it is connected over a network (column 18 line 63-coiumn 19 
line 6). Peinado does not disclose stopping the transfer of data when network 
connection is lost or that the loss of connection could be with a hot plug or plug and play 
function. The examiner takes official notice that network connections through plug and 
play network connectors is well known in the art, and that disconnecting the plug and 
play connector would result in a stopping of transmission. It would have been obvious 
for one of ordinary skill in the art to connect the license server to the network with a plug 
and play network connector to increase portability and ease of setup.
